Basketball player slain

A 16-year-old Inkster High 
sophomore who school offi¬ 
cials say was on the verge of 
turning his life around was 
shot and killed near his home 
during the early morning 
hours on Sunday. 

Police say that Brandon 
Casey, who was a member of 
the Inkster High basketball 
team, died of multiple gunshot 
shot wounds to the head. A 
neighbor found Casey’s body 
near his home located in the 
40000 block of Kenwood Street, 
on the city’s south-end. 

Ironically the murder vic¬ 
tim was on the court several 
weeks ago, when Inkster 
played Romulus. 

Police said that they have 
no motive and are investigat¬ 
ing the city’s first homicide of 
1999. 

“Brandon was in the 10th 
grade and was trying to turn

his life around,” said Charles 
Johnson, superintendent of 
Inkster School. “He was im¬ 
proving his grades and had a 
more positive attitude toward 
school. All of us are shocked.” 

Inkster Detective Charles 
Hines, assigned to investigate 
the homicide, said he had little 
to go on at present. 

“We have a kid who was shot 
and killed, and we’re search¬ 
ing for the person or persons 
responsible for his death,” 
Hines said. “It’s one of those 
tragedies in life. 

“Here is a 16-year-old whose 


life has been cut short by a 
senseless act.” 

Hines said the victim’s 
neighbor returned home 
around 4 a.m. when she ob¬ 
served something suspicious. 
She moved quickly to the spot 
and found the bullet-riddled 
body of the victim. 

“She immediately called po¬ 
lice and that’s where we are at 
this point,” Hines added. 

As for motive, Hines said 
that “I can’t even speculate on 
that.” 

Hines said that he would be 
talking to some of the students 
at the high school who knew 
the victim. But there were no 
suspects at this time. 

Asked whether the victim 
was known to law enforce¬ 
ment, Hines again said that he 
“would not discuss that at this 
time.”

Just when you thought the 
1999 snow/ice crisis was over

Tuesday 
to salt down suddenly ice- 
covered gravel roads in Can¬ 
ton, Sumpter and Van Buren 
Townships. 

Other area concerns cen¬ 
tered on pot-hole filled roads 
in and near Detroit, state 
roads and highways that were 
recently re-surfaced this past 
summer and fall and in partic¬ 
ular areas of 1-275 near 5 Mile. 

Western Wayne County resi¬ 
dents, who spot potentially 
dangerous pot- hole problems, 
are urged to call the county’s 
road hazard hot line - 1-888- 
ROAD-CREW. 


The three day weekend 
spawned by the the Dr. Martin 
Luther King holiday plus 
warmer temperatures ensured 
that all area schools would be 
open the remainder of this 
week, barrring any swift 
change in temperatures or the 
arrival of any more ice and 
snow. 

Roach said Tuesday that 
county work crews were out 
busily filling the worst of the 
potholes on Wayne road (from 
Michigan avenue to Joy), South 
1-94 (from Hannan to Rawson- 
ville Road), Inkster road (from 
Goddard to Joy) and 1-94 (from 
1-275 to Southfield Freeway). 

The work crews would be 
operating between rush hours 
from 9 a.m. to 3 p.m. New eval¬ 
uations will be done daily, 
Roach said. 

Michael Conway, spokesper¬ 
son at Detroit Metro Airport, 
reported all is relatively back 
to order at the airport. “There 
are delays and cancellations 
in flights for various reasons,” 
Conway said, “but they are 
more of the routine style...not 
ice storm related in most 
cases.” 


Romulus housing 
growth set in ‘99

Romulus will witness a rar¬ 
ity next month, Mayor William 
Oakley told the Greater Ro¬ 
mulus Chamber of Commerce 
Tuesday - the first ground 
breaking for a housing subdivi¬ 
sion in three decades. 

Oakley projected that the 
groundbreaking will take 
place on Feb. 9 and will in¬ 
clude plans for 90 housing 
units. 

That will be followed by 85 
additional houses, Oakley 
said. 

In addition plans call for a 
golf course to be developed 
next year, Oakley said, with 660 
housing units to follow. 

“The one sure thing this 
means,” the mayor added, “is 
that Romulus’ population will 
be on the growing side again.” 


§ince much of Romulus’ old 
water main system is 40 years 
old or more, he added, plans 
now call for an expenditure of 
about $1.5 million on roads 
within the city and another $1 
million on infrastructures. 

A second speaker, Charles 
McCloski of Northwest Air¬ 
lines, revealed that plans still 
call for the huge midfield ter¬ 
minal to open in 2001 at “Ro¬ 
mulus” Metro Airport. The 
Romulus listing for the airport 
was strictly symbolic for the 
luncheon meeting...it reverted 
back to Detroit Metro Airport 
immediately after the meeting. 

McCloski said Wayne 
County will receive bids for 
terminal construction projects 
on Feb. 18 and award them 
some time in March. 

The terminal will include 66 
jet gateway sites, 11,100 vehi¬ 
cle parking places and 134 lug¬ 
gage check in sites.

VB Schools must accept 
atheist studies unfortunately 


The Van Buren Public Schools Board 
of Education always seems to be em¬ 
broiled in controversy. Years past have 
seen school board splits over finances, 
privatization, the job performance of the 
superintendent, bond issues and on and 
on. 

The latest controversy involves reli¬ 
gion. Parent Karl Black has asked that 
his two daughters be given accommoda¬ 
tions during the school day to hold an 
Atheist Bible Study Club. In addition he 
wants South Middle School, where his 
daughters attend, to provide a classroom 
for an after-school study group. 

Black’s request stated, the clubs would 
be formed for the purpose of discussion 
of the “violence, atrocities, contradic¬ 
tions, smut and indecent laws of a primi¬ 
tive people.and its irrelevance in a soci¬ 

ety, in which the superiority of the scien¬ 
tific method has clearly been demonstrat¬ 
ed.” 

Most of us, I believe, would be angered 
by that statement I know I am, but I keep 
telling myself that Black’s beliefs are not 
what is at issue here. It is his right, or 
daughters’ rights, to assemble during 
school hours. 

The request has come on the heels of a 
petition from SMS student Sarah Zouten- 
dam to organize a Bible study club. The 
Board granted Zoutendam’s request in 
November 

With that seemingly harmless decision, 
the floodgates are now open. Students 
may now attend a Bible Study during 
lunch hour. In a few short weeks, if 
Black’s request comes to fruition, an al¬ 
ternative atheist class will be available at 
lunch hour. Who knows what will follow? 


Will a lunch 
hour class on 
satanism be al¬ 
lowed? What 
about voodoo- 
ism as an alter¬ 
native to study 
hall? It seems 
to me Van Buren Schools is caught in a 
precarious position without an easy way 
out 

And that’s unfortunate. I’ve always 
been taught religion and public schools 
do not mix. But in a Democracy, when 
one group, Christianity, is allowed a study 
session during school, then other reli¬ 
gions, even atheism, must be allowed a 
similar forum. So despite our abhor¬ 
rence at Mr Black’s class description, we 
have no choice but to accept it’s forma¬ 
tion and hope it will die due to disinter¬ 
est

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Student clubs shouldn’t 
be quasi-hate groups 


If you can judge ^ person by 
his or her enemies, then perhaps 
you can judge a government body 
by its issues. 

A government using most of its 
time to create strong families, 
safe neighborhoods and prosper¬ 
ous local businesses would please 
me more than a congress that 
spends months grappling with im¬ 
peachment or a governor who de¬ 
votes time to plotting ways to arm 
social workers. 

Bow about Dgtrdil^ where the 
issue is how tojflojw Detroit’s 
streets with suburban trucks with¬ 
out infringing on municipal em¬ 
ployees’ monopoly on city ser¬ 
vices? It would please me more if 
Detroit concentrated on encour¬ 
aging quality public and private 
schools and creating safe streets 
to lure back middle class families. 

In the Van Buren school dis¬ 
trict, board members have been 
spending a lot of time on the rela¬ 
tively trivial issue of religious and 
anti-religious student clubs. To be 
fair, the school board did not cre¬ 
ate the issue: the community did. 

The school board has little 
choice in the matter They can ei¬ 
ther allow all student clubs that 
meet the rules or ban them all. 

The issue was raised first by 



student Sarah Zoutendam, when 
she formed a Bible Study Group 
at South Middle School. Zouten¬ 
dam followed the proper proce¬ 
dures. She filled out an applica¬ 
tion and found a willing faculty 
supervisor. 

That should’ve been the end of 
it, but Karl Black, a district parent 
who is an atheist, made an issue 
of it 

Unable to stop the Bible study 
club. Black applied to start an 
atheist club for the purpose of dis¬ 
cussing the “violence, atrocities, 
contradictions, smut, and inde¬ 
cent laws of a primitive people... 
and its irrelevance in a society, in 
which the superiority of the scien¬ 
tific method has clearly been 
demonstrated.” 

In other words, he wants to 
start a club to trash religion. In my 
opinion, if this comes to be, it 
would be a school sponsored hate 
group, though I understand Black 
thinks that his generalized dislike 


of religion is rational. 

While I believe that the Van 
Buren school board and interest¬ 
ed parents ought to be discussing 
ways to raise achievement 
throughout the district, the board 
must deal with Black’s stereotyp¬ 
ing of believers. 

It’s one thing for the district to 
sponsor an atheist club, which 
discusses atheism and religion 
with an open mind. It’s another 
thing to sponsor a t^lass that at¬ 
tempts to denigrate all believers. 

If Black had proposed a group 
that picked on Jews, Ilispamcs, or 
African-Americans, then there 
would be hell to pay. But I see no 
difference between a Nazi scape¬ 
goating Jews and an atheist 
scapegoating Jews, Christians, 
Moslems, Buddhists, Hindus, 
Shintos and all other believers. 

By all means, the board should 
start student clubs, Bible study or 
atheist or political or social, that 
don’t create ugly stereotypes 
or preach hate. 

Just as important, the board 
should dispose of this issue quick¬ 
ly and get on to things that matter 
Work on boosting test scores and 
producing well-rounded students 
- issues on which the community 
can be favorably judged.

‘Don’t dump 
your snow on 
us,’ local river 
organizations urge 

As municipalities and busi¬ 
nesses wrestle with the question: 
“What are we going to do with all 
this snow?” representatives of the 
four major river organizations 
in metropolitan Detroit are cam¬ 
paigning against an answer like 
“Let’s dump it in the river” 

In a joint statement, represen¬ 
tatives of the Clinton, Detroit, 
Huron and Rouge Rivers urged 
municipal governments, business¬ 
es and snow removal contractors 
to avoid using the area’s rivers 
and lakes as convenient dumping 
spots for snow that is being 
plowed from streets and parking 
lots. 

“Dumping snow into our rivers 
and lakes could result in critical 
damage to these waterways,” said 
Jim Graham, executive director of 
Friends of the Rouge and 
spokesperson for the river organi¬ 
zations. 

Dumping truck-loads of snow 
into a river or lake can have a 
very negative impact on water 
levels, flow rates and wafer quali¬ 
ty, Graham said. 

“Snow may look pure and 
clean, but it has been contaminat¬ 


ed by salt and by air pollution,” he 
noted. The contaminates in snow 
can severely reduce the oxygen 
levels in lakes and rivers, killing 
fish, insects and aquatic plants. 

Large amounts of snow 
dumped into a river or lake will 
also cause water levels to rise 
rapidly and the increased speed 
of water flowing in rivers will 
. wash out banks, cause trees to 
fall, blocking the streams and in¬ 
creasing chances of flooding. 

“Our rivers and lakes will have 


more than they can handle when 
the snow begins to melt, because 
storm sewers in this area drain di¬ 
rectly into our rivers,” Graham 
noted. “Dumping truck loads of 
snow that’s been dug out of streets 
and parking lots is much more 
than they can tolerate. It could 
cause inseparable damage.” 

In addition to FYiends of the 
Rouge, the coalition of metro De¬ 
troit river and the Huron River

Watershed Council. 

On Saturday, June 5, the four 
river organizations will co-spon¬ 
sor “River Day’ activities in each 
of the watersheds, such as river 
clean-ups, nature walks, stream- 
bank plantings, canoe trips, Fish¬ 
ing demonstrations, picnics, etc. 
organized by community groups 
and businesses to focus public at¬ 
tention on the problems and po¬ 
tential of the regions river sys¬ 
tems.

letter, thousands of seventh-and 
eighth-graders across the nation, 
including students from more 
than 40 school throughout Michi¬ 
gan, will be putting the final 
touches on their entries for the 
National Engineers Week Future 
City Competition. Now in its sev¬ 
enth year, the non-profit competi¬ 
tion asks students, working with 
teachers and volunteer engineer 
mentors, to apply their imagina¬ 
tions and skills to tackling real life 
urban problems. 

Using software donated to par¬ 
ticipating schools, the children 
design their cities on computer, 
then create 3-D scale models. The 
results - despite a $100 limit on 
the amount of money a student 
team can spend on their models - 
are often incredibly advanced. 
They also offer insights on the stu¬ 
dents’ views of their own home¬ 
towns, with children from subur¬ 
ban areas, for example, building 
towns with lots of prisons and 
freeways to fight crime and traffic 
jams, while children from inner- 
city neighborhoods design towns 
with plenty of schools and mass 
transit systems to reach the very 
same goals.

Any parent who has watched a child 
struggle with homework knows the 
helpless frustration that comes with 
not knowing how to help.

program works is because the instruc¬ 
tors have plenty of contact with a stu¬ 
dent’s parents and teachers.
